WHAT LINCOLN SAID. 

After the President's emancipation mes- 
sage of March 6th had been sent to Con- 
gress, alarge delegation of Border State 
members waited on him at the White 
House to remonstrate. They set forth va- 
rious objections, and insisted that he must 
recede fromthe position which he had 
assumed. Mr. Lincoln listened pa- 
tiently to all they had to say, 
aad then replied in substance as follows: 
Gentlemen, the difference between your 
views and mine consists in this: You ve 
saeery, and therefore desire to have it 
protected, strengthened and extended, as a 
good and desirable institution. Now J 
bets slavery, because I believe it to be 
wrong. Therefore I think it should be 
restticted, discouraged, and the support of 
the Government withdrawn from it; and 
Whatever can be done, constitutionally, 
towards terminating it, ought to be ap- 
plied. . Hence, I recommended to Con- 
gress the adoption of a joint resolation that 
the United States ought to co-operate with 
any State which may take steps for its 
abolishment. And az all parts of the coun- 
ty are responsible for the ciistence and 
tolerance of slavery among us, I suggested 
on grounds of equity that pecuniary aid on 
the part of the United States should be

That it has | 
been advantageous to the rebels, in many re- 
spects, cannot be doubted. 

It is with mo surprise that I learn from a 
genticman, just arrived from Cairo, that the 
people are beginning to grow anxious about 
island No. 10, and are asking why the attack 
isnot made. Many here are asking the same 
question, and all are growing rusty with the 
tedious enmwi. In the meantime, according 
to the Mempais papers, the rebels are im. | 
proving their tine, sending reinforcements te 
the Island and mounting heavy guns. This, 
however, is execedingly doubtful, and proba- 
bly a rebel canard to keep up the spirits of the 
people and prevent ther from asking trouble- 
sole questions. 

There are some ffvorable features, however, 
which would seem to indicate a speedy move. 
Yesterday the steamer Pike arrived with some 


long range steel rifled guns, and a large quap- 
tity of hand grenades for the gunboats. The 
guns were immediately discharged and placed 
in position. Later the Ike Hammitt arrived 
with the Assistant Secretary of War on 
board, who had come post haste from Wash. | 
ington. A short interview was held with the 
Flag Officer, after which the Secretary retarn- 
ed to Cairo. As itis only a few days since he 
went on to Washington, his sudden reappear- 
ance would seem to indicate a movement of 
Lome description. 

The firing for a day or two has continaned | 
much the same as during the week, in fact 
during the fortoight past. The gun)oats 
have remaimed idle, and. but few of the mor- 
tars have been in practice. The lat- 
ter enter upon their daily duties as 
regularly, as the mechanic goes to his | 
shop or the factory girl to herloom. At 
belis. the tugs take the mortar men from the 
emmubition Foats to their respective rafts and 
at balf eight the first mortar is fired. 
Firing is continued once an hour until one 
o'clock when the tugs bring down their din- 
ney. Meals are furnished at. half past one, 
and Drivg is resumed and kept up at the same 
rete until four o'clock. The tugs come down 
again and take the mortar mea back for the 
night, with the exception of the crew of one 

who remain and fire at intervals of two or 
three hours, until the next morning. Thus 
the days go tediously along, the hours marked 
ty mortar explosions; the gunboats iying 
lazily in the stream, puffing their whirls of 
smoke from their chimmeys; the marines 
lounging listlessly about decks, writing ep's- 
ties homewards, reading old papers and smo- 
king old pipes. The transports, tied tothe 
banks, cometimes do pot wet their whecils for 
days, and thus we lie through these delicious, 
balmy spring bours, watching the biossom- 
ir of thr trees, listening to the carols 
of the birds and the heavy reverberations of 
the occasional explosions, forgetting that we 
are in the midst of war, and that to morrow 
may Witpese scenes of strife and carnage, sul- 
phurous clouds veiling the woods, and the 
grim dogs of war devourieg in their thunders 
all the centler utterances of nature. 

The land torees have removed some three 
miles up the river, and are encamped upon a 
broad plat of grouad, before their occapation 
carpeted green with the young wheat, and the 
only dry locality for miles about, with the 
exception of the Island Itself, which woald 
pot just now be an agrecable cam ground. 
Their camps are on the upper Roberts's 
plantation, of which I have spoken in 
a . previous letter, and their next door 
neighbors contrabands, belonging to the 
estate. Their white Sibley tents, with the 
thin blue colutans of smoke curling up from 
them), form quite a picturesque element in the 
dreary landscape. The contrabands at first 
were exceedingly territied at their approach, as 
they had been told they would all be stolen 
and probably murdered. Gradually they have 
become accustomed to thelr presence, and 
now mingle uite freely with the troops, and 
in fact, are vc ry desirons to go with them an 

vartictpate in the fortunes of war. 

Rebel epics continue to prowl about us. 
Sometimes they come inas strong Union men, 
anxious to see “ your general,”’ and obtain pro- 
t. ction for their stock agaiust the depredations 
ot our soldiers, as if the major part of 
stock were not already drowned by the turbu- 
lent flood, which has swept over the whole 
Missouri point amd extended back into the 
country for sixty miles, carrying everything 
before its resistlese torrent, except those for- 
tunate few who inhabit a high ridge running 
along the banks iy the direction of New Mad- 
rid. Others come in with a boar or a basket 
of eggs, snd under the guise of ignorant rus- 
ties, desirous to dispose of thelr produce, ob- 
tain the coveted information. Stil! others 
paddie through the woods under cover of the 
darkness tothe log cabins in our vicinity, aad 
obtain from their witling occupants the posi-. 
tion and movements of the fleet. Bickman is 
olso Bumerousiy infested with them, in spite 
of the presence of our forces there, as is evi- 
denced by the fact that the Memphis papers of 
a late date state the number of our troops and 
the name of the gunboat lying there, the npum- 
ber of men aboard, and the calibre of her ar- 
mament. The pame of every steamer passing 

and re-passing is also sent on to the Confeder- 
ite headquarters, and is probably known there 
as soon as we know it. It is apparent that too 
much confidence is reposed in the thin-skinned 
Union men living hereabouts. One-half of 
them would sell their principles for a very 
oor mess of pottage, and only declare in 
of the Union because they are surround- 
ed by a cordon of bayonets, On the otber 
band, there are sincere Union men whose title 
to that nome has been earned by tribula- 
tions and oppressions which have stripped 
them of all their earthly possessions and sub- 


jeeted them to hide in cane-brakes for days at 
a time, venturing out at night ia quest of 
food, to escape esement into the rebel 


army.

be dated from the let of April, as the waters 
are now so generally free from ice that even 
the straits of Mackinaw will doubtless be nav- 
igable within a few days. Although the effect 
capnot be directly felt to any great extent till 
after the opening of canal navigation, (which 
will not probably ocenr before the 25th of 
April,) the opening of the lakes is important 
as a preliminary to the canal trade, which lat- 
ter will thus be the bettersupplicd with freights 
of grain that should find thelr way to the 
eastern seaboard, for European supply, at the 
earliest practicable peri of the season. 
The unprecedented necessities of Europe will 
continue all through this year, as during the 
last, to crowd these channels, as well as the 
railroads, with the surplus products of the 
West, at freight rates which will this year 
again most amply repay all concerned in for- 
warding, by land and water. Much as the 
railroads may continue to do, their capacity 
is ipconsiderable in comparison with the ava- 
lanche of grain and previsions pouring 
through the canals and lakes. 

The additions to the canal and lake fleets, 
though la ely made since last fail, will sup- 
ply this vast demand less perfectly thas super- 

cial observers may wuppoee, for many of the 
new vessels are required-—-on the canals par- 
ticularly—to replace ‘hose now unfitted for 
the trade. It is, therefore, scarcely probable 
that awenting will, this year, be much cheap- 
ened from last year’s average. 

Let no one be deluded by the notion that 
the probable opening of the southern ports 
will diminish our New York trade in the great 
essentials which now form the chief balk of 
our foreign commerce. The immense stores 
of grain—the provisions of all kinds— which 
are now required for Europe, cannot find out- 
let through the southern waters. Nature and 
necetsity decide that important point.
